The man who was killed was "Wil- 


liam Lorree, of 1661 Octavia street, 
San Francisco. 
He was the repre- 


sentative of a tube 
manufacturing 


works, and was riding on the engine, 
assisting in testing a new appliance. 
His body was horribly mutilated. 


THE INJURED. 


H. H. Mitchell of Los Angeles, 


brakeman, was also seriously hurt and 
may die. 


J. W. Pierson, a colored porter, was 


badly injured. 


It is also reported that the conduc- 


tor and engineer of the train were 
hurt, but this cannot be confirmed.

ies about the back.

Western Iron and Steel Company 
Hesitates to Locate Here Because 


of Threatened Taxation. 


SAN FRANCISCO, February 21.— 


The Oakland bond

watched with interest by capitalists on 
this side of the bay, judging by what 
former Attorney General W. H. H. Hart 
has to say about it. 


"If Oakland votes bonds to construct 


a new water plant the prospect that 
city now has of getting the largest iron 
and steel plant on the Pacific 
coast 


will be greatly diminished," said Gen- 
eral Hart. 
"I allude to the Western 


Iron and Steel Company, which 
has 


now reached such a stage of develop- 
ment as to render certain the early 
erection of an extensive plant some- 
where on the eastern shore of the bay 
for the reduction ot iron ores and the 
manufacture of Iron and steel in vari- 
ous merchantable forms. But for this 
bonding proposition Oakland stands the 
best chance of being selected as the

Oakland's present tax rate is 1 dis-

Editor TRIBUNE: "The statement 


In advocacy of the Bay Cities water 
proposition, made 
by 
Mayor Olney, 


furnishes much valuable information. 
The perfect confidence in Mayor Ol- 
ney's integrity, lends interest to his 
discussion of this subject and to the 
differences between him and men of 
equal integrity who differ with him in 
judgment. If his statement have any 
Infirmity, it is in the assumption that 
all arguments against the Bay -Cities 
proposition come from 
the 
Contra 


Costa Co., and therefore that men like 
John L. Howard, C. H. King, Timothy 
Barker and others, are dummies of 
that company, uttering its views and 
not their own judgment. This is as 
unjust as. it would be to charge the 
Mayor with being in the present or 
prospective employ of the Bay Cities 
Company, as a reward for official ad- 
vocacy of its scheme. Against such a 
charge he has something more than 
the defense of his own integrity, for 
we would all defend him. Citizens of 
equal integrity are daily subjected to 
accusations just as'vile, because they 
venture the assertion of 
their own 


judgment on the water question ad- 
versely to the side taken by the Mayor 
This 
element of . personality, which 


seems to originate in the socialistic 
atmosphere that envelopes municipal 
ownership, should be left out, and-all 
water propositions be left to stand on 
their merits. 


Look where one will, the whole waterx 


issue turns on the question of value. 
What is the value of the Contra Costa, 
and what is the value.of the proposed 
Bay Cities supply? 
The Mayor give 


us a. datum line from which to esti- 
mate value, and so equips us for judg- 
ment on this prime element in 
the 


whole contention. -Taking the com- 
modity value of water in Southern 
Caliiornia as the unit, Mayor Olney 
says: 


"The City of Oakland, therefore, at 


the market rate for water in Southern 
California, should pay J76S.OOO for a 
daily perpetual supply of 
10,000,000 


gallons. 
Of course, the 
distributive 


system, supply pipes, etc., should be 
added thereto, but it would bring the 
total value of the Contra Costa Water 
Company's 
plant,

definite statement made by anybody, of 
the value of a water plant determined 
by the volume of its supply.

has gone to original sources oil 


information,'and the facts which he 
presents furnish abundant reason to 
explain the secrecy..and haste of the 
Bay. Cities. Our .citizens are asked 
to.. bond themselves for '.an immense 
amount of money to pay for Bay Ci- 
ties' litigation covering endless years. 
At the end. of that-tim-, ens city may 
have nothing, or, at best, 
may have 


sixty miles of wooden pipe and 
a 


tunnel, as worthless as though they 
had been constructed upon the samls 
of the Sahara—for it will be noticed, 
as Col. Irish points out, that there is. 
no guaranty whatsoever for water—it 
is merely a guarantee to build struc- 
tures with a "capacity" for water.. 


Altogether, it is as safe and sound 


a 
business proposition .for our citi- 


zens to vote for as was Rafferty's ditch 
so graphically described by Bret Ha^-te.

I he corrlpletes it according to any agree- 
jment that he may have made or he 
does not get his money.

brought against the Bay Cities Water 
Company proposition seems foolish to 
me, because the engineers for the com- 
pany, I am advised, are among the best 
that can be procured In the . United 
States, and men of that class can not 
afford to stake their reputations by 
saying that the Bay Cities Water Com- 
pany can deliver to the city of Oakland 
a certain amount of water if it Is not 
true. 


I do not believe the people here have 


given this matter enough thought and 
believe every one of us should have 
enough interest in the matter to Inves- 
tigate by reading everything they can 
get hold of and post themselves In or- 
der to vote intelligently when the time 
comes. I would suggest that you vot- 
ers read Mayor Olney's article pub- 
lished in THE TRIBUNE, also the En- 
quirer, February 18th, '05, and I am 
sure that you will consider your time 
well spent and that yon have learned 
something.

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Rockefeller and Bleeding Kansas. 


The Legislature of Kansas has appropriated $200,000 to estab- 


•lish a refinery in opposition to the Standard Oil Company. 
It is a 


doubtful experiment tha.t will be watched with interest. 


'\ plant costing $200,000 is a rather small affair to cope with a 


concern with a thousand millions at its back and an organization un- 
surpassed in the history of finance. The State of Kansas can, beyond 
question, refine oil, but if the enterprise is to be financially success- 
ful the oil must be sold" at a profit. It must be placed on the market 
and made a standard article of trade. 


Here comes the rub. What is to hinder the Standard Oil Com- 


pany from invading the field of the Kansas State plant and cutting 
prices below the point the State can sell its product to a profit? 


Rockefeller has crushed all his adversaries by underselling them 


in their own markets. He has sold vast quantities of both crude and 
refined oil at a loss merely to drive competitors out of business or 
force them to sell out to him. He will fix the price of crude oil in a 
new district at a bedrock figure, and if the well owners combine and 
refuse to sell at his price he will immediate1} begin selling crude oil 
there at that price. His antagonists are compelled to hold and store 
their oil because they cannot sell it. 


If they establish a refiner}, he cuts the price of refined oil in that 


particular district to a figure which renders the production and re- 
fining of oil impossible save at a loss. In the end the Standard gets 
the refinery and the oil at its own price. 


How is the State of Kansas to protect itself from this species of 


attack? There is no law to prevent the Standard from selling oil for 
any price it is pleaded to name; and there can be none 
It is within 


the power of the Rockefeller corporation, provided it sees fit to use 
it, to make the State plant a burden to the taxpayers of Kansas. Be- 
ing so much better equipped and organized, the Standard Company 
can put refined oil on the market for less cost than can the State of 
Kansas 
The Standard can also throw away money in Kansas by 


selling oil below cost and at the same time continue paying dividends 
jrom the profits of the sale of oil elsewhere. 


In the face of these facts the outcome of the Kansas experiment 


is not promising. If the end does not find the Sunflower State still 
more entitled to the name of Bleeding Kansas, we mistake our guess. 


The nomination of John M. Harlan for mayor by the Republicans 


of Chicago again illustrates the tendency in Illinois to dra.w on Ken- 
tucky for political timber. 
Mr. Harlan is a son of Justice Harlan 


of the Federal Supreme Court, and was born in the Blue Grass State, 
as was Carter Harrison, the elder. Abraham Lincoln was from 
Kentucky, and so were Richard J. Oglesby, John M. Palmer and 
Joshua R. Speed. So are Shelby M. Cullom and Uncle Adlai Stev- 
enson. 
It is interesting to recall now that in the famous series of 


joint debate in Illinois which shaped the campaign of 1860 and split 
the Democracy in twain it was the Southern born Lincoln that was 
pitted against the Vermont Yankee Douglas. Lincoln was a political 
disciple of the Virginian Vivian W. Edwards, but Palmer came to the 
Republican party from the Free Soil Democracy. 


Knowland's Great Victory 


Mr. Knowland has won his first fight on the floor of Congress, 


and a notable triumph it was for the State as well as for the new Rep- 
resentative from the Third District. Much credit for the victory is 
due to Representatives Bell and Gillette, who gave Knowland able 
and loyal assistance. The entire California delegation backed up our 
Congressman. 


The fight was over Knowlands's amendment to the naval bill 


appropriating 5175,000 for further equipping the 
Mare Island navy 


yard. 
Without the equipment the amendment providing the new 


goiernment collier to be constructed on this coast cannot be built'at 
Mare Island but will have to be let out by contract to a private yard. 


That was \\h_v the item was stricken out of the bill in committee 


at the instance of Chief Constructor Capps, and it explains why the 
California delegation \\as compelled to fight the leader of the Naval 
Committee. 


For some occult reason the construction bureau of the navy has 


always tried to keep work out of the government yards. Obviously 
this is in the interests of the private yards which have powerful back- 


- ing from certain allied interests. 
By reason of the obstruction tac- 


tics of the construction bureau, appropriations to fully equip the navy- 
yards have been most difficult to obtain from Congress. 
By denying 


such appropriations Congress was always able to excuse letting aU 
ship construction out b} contract by saying the navy yards were not 
prepared to do the work. 


Houever, the victory gained by Knowland and his associates in 


the House over a packed committee backed by a pliant construction 
board proves that the public interests cannot always be made sec- 
ondary to private profit. 


It is rather odd that the Senate should have rapped the Presi- 


dent over the knuckles about the Crumm appointment after voting 
to confirm it. Senator Spooner of Wisconsin, was a leader in taking 
the President to-task for recess appointments, and Spooner has here- 
tofore been classed as a friend to the administration. But Spooner is 
also a particular friend to the railroads, and perhaps the time has ar- 
rived for him to choose between his friends. 


Premier Balfour seems to hold his place at the head of the Brit- 


ish government solely because his opponents cannot agree who they 
shall put in his place after they put him out. The leaders of the oppo- 
sition factions detest each other as cordially as they do Balfour, who 
sits tight and lets them fight. 


The Nashville News has suspended publication. It was started 


in 1901 in opposition to the old established Nashville Banner, one of 
the best evening papers in the South. After a brief career of brag and 
bluster it has joined a number of predecessors in the boneyard. A 
month before the News suspended it was bragging about having the 
largest circulation and loudly touting about the alleged strides it was 
making m the way of getting business and subscribers. The history 
of the Xews is a familiar tale in manv cities.

Banish Bunco Banking 


Under the above head the Chicago Record-Herald makes these 


pertinent remarks: 


"The recent misfortunes of depositors in irresponsible "wild-cat" 


banks in this cit\ should be sufficient inducement to the general as- 
sembly, even without further argument, to pass a lasv which will bring 
all banks "without federal charters under state control. It is not to 
the credit of Ilinois that such legislation has been so long absent from 
the statute books. 


"Senator Mueller has introduced a bill which will accomplish re- 


form in the simplest manner. It simply forbids the use of the names 
"bank," "savings bank," '"banking," "banker," or ''trust company" 
by institutions not subject to state supervision. The prohibition ex- 
tends to street signs and to stationery, and the penalty for violation is 


a fine of from $300 to $rooo or imprisonmtnt of sixty -days to a year, 
or both. 


"Long experience has proved that sound, conservative private 


banks never suffer by being brought under state supervision. Long 
experience has also proved that if the banking name can be freely 
employed by any chance adventurer periodical forays by 'bunko' 
bankers are certain. 


"It is the duty of the state to offer protection to those unfortu- 


nates who, through their ignorance, their limited opportunities to 
gain information, or even through their own folly, are the easy prey 
of the 'bunko' bankers." 


What is said here applies as readily to California as to Illinois. 


This State has had some melancholy experiences with bank failures. 
It can furnish a long record of disasters resulting from loose supervi- 
sion and speculative methods. 


What is true of banks is equally true of.other concerns which bid 


for the job of handling other people's money and handle it usually in 
a way the confiding patrons would never sanction if they understood 
the game. The result of allowing corporations to handle without 
check or security vast sums belonging to others, has been so often 
demonstrated that the lesson should be fully learned by this time. 


"FARMING" RUN MAD. 


By a unanimous vote the Senate has agreed to an appropriation 


of a quarter of a million dollars to establish a university farm up in 
Northern California. There is also a bill pending to provide for an 
agricultural college at Berkeley, and this carries with it an appro- 
priation of $200,000. Then there is Mr. Dorsey's dairy farm bill and 
another $60,000 to establish a farm in Kern County. And besides 
all this, there is that 283 acres of land belonging to the State over in 
San Luis county on which the 52-pupil polytechnic school is built, 
and that ought to be good for a few extra scientific farmers over and 
above what can be "raised" on the other proposed'farms of the State. 


Now as a matter of fact this whole business is the veriest rot. 


The State, to be sure, should establish and maintain an educational 
department of agriculture equal in inefficiency to that of any of the 
other existing departments m the college work, but no good purpose 
can come from scattering the State's mo'ney in a half dozen different 
counties in the effort to even up apportionments and make public 
funds go round. The good, however, that may come of all these al- 
leged '"scientific" farm propositions is of secondary importance to the 
legislator who is out to make a record, and who chooses the line of 
least resistance, that of trading his vote to others who have pet 
schemes, they in turn to vote for his own particular pet. 


If the Legislature, wants to do something of which the State, as 


a whole, will approve, it will kill the entire bunch of "farming" bills 
now before it, and if this ss not done, we hope the Governor will show 
the same good sense he usually displays and exercise his veto power on 
all of these measures excepting such as are intended to strengthen the 
agricultural department of the Sta.te University.

Temporary relief had been pro- 
vided, the report said, but the break 
In the Third street sewer was not the 
only one -which would have to be pro- 
vided for. 
The City Engineer rec- 


ommended that a new drainage sewer 
be placed between Fifth street and the 
estuary. 


ENTER PROTEST. 


The residents in the vicinity of Six- 
tieth street near the Dumtran tract, 
last night entered a protest against the! 
laying of a spur track from Stanford j 
avenue east of San Pablo avenue on 
to the adjacent property The protes- 
tants stated that they believed that it 
is Intended to erect buildings on the 
Dunigan tract and that the erection of 
such building would add greatly to the 
cost of opening Sixtieth street 


Ife is recommended by the protestants 
that no permission be granted to lay 
the spur track unless the owners of 
the property dedicate to the city a por- 
tion of the tract necessary to the open- 
Ing of the street.

500,000, for

years, exclusive of 


what will appear in the special appro- 
priation bin together with other al- 
lowances' which will come near reach- 
ing fifteen millions.

is about 


$200,000 in excess of the estimates of 
Controller Colgan. It is several hun- 
dred thousand dollars in excess of the 
bill of two years ago. 
This is due, in 


part, to the natural increase in the

State institutions, and an increase bv 
about $300,000 in the allowance for 
San Quentin prison, because of new 
structure which it is proposed to build 
there for the purpose of abolishing the 
congregate system of herding convicts 
which now obtains in that institution.
